Dr. Mlkvy will do a good job,” Dr. Rollins said. 


Points Stressed 


Dr. Rollins, however, stressed several points. “We 
had hoped to have some sold of athletics as an addition­ 
al phase of student activity. 


“We were very impressed with the attitude and over­ 
all philosophy of Dr. Mlkvy. We are not interested in a 
basketball factory. We don’t want to become involved 
in a high-geared athletic program. 


“ Dr. Mlkvv doesn’t want that either. It doesn’t mean 


we don’t want a well-coached team but we’re not going 
to try to be the best around. We’re not going to try to 
set records.1*

Dr. Rollins then added, “We won’t be ashamed of his 
record. But we don't want his neck in a noose should 
he have a poor year. We’re glad to have Dr. Mlkvy as 
our coach. He’s top notch to us.” 


Dr. Mlkvy, who was an All - American at Temple Uni­ 
versity in Philadelphia in 1950 and 1951, is thrilled at the

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Study Possibility Of IS etc Span At Trenton Ave. 
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Crowell Urges Solution To Bridge Traffic Problem

Proposals to replace the Cal­ 
houn St. Bridge between Morris­ 
ville and Trenton were received 
by Morrisville borough officials 
with enthusiasm and cautious 
optimism. 


The plan, which calls for the 
eventual replacement of the 85- 
year-old span with a modern 
structure capable of carrying 
heavier loads of traffic is still in 


the study stage and a feasibility 
report is scheduled to be aired 
at tho next meeting of the joint 
toll bridge comminsion. 
A meeting between members 
of the commission, 
the 
state 
highway department, and Mor­ 
risville^ and Trenton’s mayors 
was held yesterday at which 
time Morrisville Mayor Robert 
Crowell urged an acceleration 
of the feasibility study and ex- 
presned the opinion that any­ 
thing that can be done to al­ 


leviate temporarily the conges­ 
tion at peak hours be studied. 
Traffic Congestion 
He noted that if the construc­ 
tion of a new bridge is 7 to 
IO 
years 
away, 
something 
should be done immediately to 
relieve the serious congestions 
at 
the 
bridge approaches 
at 
Trenton Ave. 
He said he felt that the new 
interchange between Routes I 
and 13 would be of great value 
in relieving some of the bor­ 


ough’s traffic problems. 


Mayor Crowell, in expressing 
the hope that action would be 
taken soon, said he did not be­ 
lieve the use of the Delaware 
Canal’s bed as a method of 
creating an underpass of Tren­ 
ton Ave., for Delmorr Ave. traf­ 
fic was feasible.

lie Works, suggested that such 
an underpass could be built us­ 
ing the bed of the Delaware 
Canal and piping the canal’s wa­ 
ter past the bridge approach. 


The effect of Martiny’s plan 
would be a depressed jug han­ 
dle on Delmorr Ave., carrying 
southbound traffic on Delmorr 
Ave. under Trenton Ave. Traffic 
to the bridge would make a left 
on Delmorr and a right onto the 
bridge. 


Another plan proposed was to 
prohibit left-hand turns onto the 
bridge and route bridge traffic 
south on Delmorr to Maple Ave., 
to Crown St. and then right onto 
Trenton Ave. 


Commissioner David J. Gold­ 
berg noted that the interchange 
between Routes 13 and I, to be
